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After American military authorities banied the sale in Germany of tha pro- 
Hezi magazine, Dey Wee (The Way) whiecn is published in Buenos Aires, the 
publishers evolved a scheme to circumvent this control.* Articles from the 
mngazine are printed in pamphlet form and distributed to subscribers in 
various Latin American countries, who in turn enclose the ram hiets in letters 
to friends and reintives in Germany. . 


Der Wee, a Gorman-languags magazine vublished by Tditorial Durer located at 
Calle Sarmiento 542, Buenos Aires, resumed publication after having been 
suspended during the latter part of the war. It receives articles for publi- 
ention from Germany and Spain, the articles from Spain having come from the 
Instituto Ibero~Americane in Madrid. [berhard Fritsch, its director, vas a 
»rominent Nagi in Argentina during the war. He is assisted by Gustav Friedl, 
also a Nagi, and Hans Muller, who was formerly employed wy the Nazi vublica- 
tion La Plata Zeitunc. Der wee aime to revive the hopes and ambitions of 
defented Nazis.
